26. (currently amended) An assembly comprising: 

a vacuum device having a perimeter portion sized and shaped to be positioned against 
a portion of a patient's body and shell portion disposed inward of the perimeter portion, 
the shell portion having a generally convex outer surface and a generally concave inner 
surface, the vacuum device operable for providing an operative space within a patient; 
and 

a multicomponent device for providing access through the shell portion from a point 
external of the vacuum device to a point within the patient; the multicomponent device 
comprising detachable first and second members, the first member for providing a first 
portion of an access passageway, and the second member for providing a second 
portion of an access passageway, the first member comprising a proximal end, a 
pointed distal end, and an attachment portion positioned between the proximal and 
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distal ends, the attachment portion comprising a means for attaching to a proximal end 
of the second member. 

In claim 28, please insert --at the distal end- in between "tip" and "." 

In claim 29, please insert --at the distal end-- in between "tip" and "." 

In claim 30, please replace "the first member" with -the distal end-. 

In claim 34, please insert -at the distal end- in between "tip" and "adapted". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious the combination of limitations recited 
in claim 26. The closest prior art made of record is Harper et al. (US 6,042,539) which 
discloses the recited vacuum device and an access device. Harper does not disclose a 
multicomponent access device comprising a first and second member wherein the first 
member includes the structural limitations recited in claim 26. The examiner is 
interpreting the limitation of "a means for attaching to a proximal end of the second 
member" as invoking 112, sixth paragraph means plus function language. The 
examiner is interpreting the recited means as the examples discussed in paragraph 
[0071] of the specification as submitted on 1/20/2004. The means include external 
screw threads, latching mechanisms, press fits, snap fits, and other releasable fastening 
devices. One of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate that any releasable 
attachment mechanism could be included in this means.
